It is Said Curtis Admitted 
the Murder. 


Two Trials, However, Ended in 
Acquittal. 


The Heath Case Develops a Sensation—A

SAN FRANCISCO, March 10.—The 
Post prints a sensational story, giv- 
ing the details of a confession alleged 
to have been made by M. B. Curtis, 
the actor, known as ‘“‘Sam’l o’ Posen,” 
who was acquitted here a few months 
ago of the murder of Policeman Grant. 
It is charged that H. I. Kowalsky, 
the lawyer who defended Curtis, has 
given to the Chief of Police the sub- 
Stance of a conf@ssion made by Curtis 
on the night of the killing of Grant. 

Curtis f§ said to have admitted that 
he shot the policeman after the latter 
had placed him under arrest for being 
drunk and disorderly. This was the 
theory set up by the prosecution, 
though Curtis succeeded, after the 
second trial, in securing a verdict of 
acquittal. When the charges of 
bribery were made Curtis hurriedly 
left for the East. 

Later.—Attorney H. I. Kowalsky de- 
nies that he ever told the police that 
M. B. Curtis had confessed to him 
that he had murdered Policeman Grant. 
Chief Crowley and Detective Lees as- 
sert on the contrary that Kowalsky | 
did tell them of Curtis’s confession and

An OM Ledy Found Dead Dead With Mer Head 


CARSON (Nev...) March 10.—Wednes- 
day night or Thursday morning Mrs. 
Eggleston, aged 66 years, was horribly 
murdered in Antelope Valley, half a 
mile from Coleville, Mono county, Cal. 
Thursday afternoon a lady called to 
visit Mrs. Eggleston. After knocking 
and receiving no answer she walked 
in and found a horrible scene. She 
alarmed the neighbors and the Coroner 
was summoned, but he did not arrive 
until twenty-four hours later. 

The Coroner found the body of the 


‘murdered woman lying over the edge 


of the wood-box with her head stuffed 
in a five-pound lard bucket. The 
skull was crushed in and there were 
a dozen gashes in the head, neck and 
face. The room was spattered with 
blood and presented a gory spectacle. 
A bottle half-filled with whisky was 
found on the.table, and as Indians 
had been seen arovrz the house it is 
thought that the, came into the House 
and were given food, and after getting 
hold of the whisky became drunk and 
committed the deed. 

Nothing was taken from the house, 
so ‘tthe crime was evidently not com- 
mitted by robbers. The remains were 
brought to Carson last night by H. 
M. Reqaatay, a brother of the de- 
ceased.

WONDERFUL. 


With. 
Armor Plate. 


Shells at 300 Feet and With Respective 
Velocities of 1841 and 2000 Feet — 
Merely Crack the Plate—The 
Final Shot. 


By Telegraph from the Associated Press- 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The 
Navy Department has tested the first 
armor-plates completed by the new 
Harveyizing-plant at the Carnegie 
works. The plates do ‘ot represent 
any particular lot designed for any 
vessel, but are experimental plates. 
The experiment was conducted at the 
government proving station at Indian 
Head. Only one plate was iested, .it 
being ten and 8x10 feet 
in size. 

Three shots were fired from a dis- 
tance of three hundred feet. ‘The first 
was a Carpenter eight-inch shell, a 
little longer than the ordinary shell, 
which struck the plate about sixteen 
inches from the top and the same dis- 
tance from the side with a velocity of 
1841 feet The point of the shell was 
welded into the plate and the frag- 
ments scattered. Two slight cracks 
were inflicted upon the plate, neither 
touching the rivét holes. An eighteen- 
inch howitzer, the charge striking 
with a velocity of 2000 feet, .was the 
second shot. This also struck near the 
upper edge, and was shattered, its point 
welded into the plate and two cracks, 
one from the shell to the bottom of 
the plate and the other to the top 
were made, neither of them being 
through the rivet-holes. 

The third shot, a ten-inch cast-steel 
with a velocity of 1500 feet, broke the 
plate, lifting the upper part over the 
oak backing and destroying that, the 
shell being smashed also. Naval men 
consider the tests a proof of the supe- 
riority of the Harvey plate, although 
this one was of extra quality. The 
fact that none of the seams were 
through the rivet-holes shows that 
the latter do not weaken the plate. 
Either of the first two shots would 
have smashed a nickel! plate.

MURDEROUS NEW RIFLE. 


The Weapon’s Long Range Renders the Hos- 
Cerps Almost Useless. 

In an experiment with the new and 

terrible rifle with which: the European 


armies are to be equipped a man was 
recently shot accidentally, says’ the 
New York Sun.’.He nearly half 
a mile from the gun, and ong of the 
new explosive bullets ‘passed into his 
body. One of the. ribs was struck by 
the bullet, and- the missile exploded. 
When, the post-mortem examination 
was held it was found that the bullet 
had split into fourteen pieces, which 
had penetrated the man’s body in as 
many different directions. It would 
have been impossible for surgical skill 
to have accomplished any relief if the 
man had not died instantly, as the dif- 
ferent parts of the bullet could not 
have been probed for from the ex- 
terior of the body. This was the_rifie 
which can kill a man at a distance of 
a mile and a quarter, and the bullet 
from which went through the bodies 
of three men, one placed béhind the 
other, the shot being fired from a dis- 
tance of a quarter of a mile, Just now 
the European authorities, having be- 
come satisfied as to the murderous 
execution of the new rifle, have fallen 
into a consideration of the danger to 
the hospital corps. It is generally un- 
derstood that the new German rifle 
will have a range of’ nearly two miles.. 
In previous wars the hospital corps 
has ntoved perhaps*'an eighth of ..a. 
mile in the rear of the life, and 
times much nearer than this. As. the 
men were wounded they were carries ; 
back and placed in thg;, ds of the 
surgeon, -where -thein -sufferings ‘were 
relieved, and that could: 
do was done‘in their ‘behalf: e hos- 
pital corps in this instance was out of 
range of the enemy, and could work 
successfully. The question is 
where can the surgeons placed 
safely from danger of the new riffes 
having a range of two miles.

JUMPED A FROG. 


The S,. P. Passenger 
Train Accident. 


Went Off the Track on San 
Fernando Street. 


The Rate Troubles are Being 
Patched Up.

The Southern Pacific and Santa Fe to 
Combine Against the Union 
Pacitic—General and 
Personal. 


Southern Pacific passenger train No. 
18, which left the Arcade Depot at 2 
o'clock p.m., yesterday, bound for San 
Francisco, and consisting of eight cars 
drawn by two engines, narrowly es- 
caped being wrecked just before it 
reached the San Fernando-street sta- 
tion of the company, two miles from 
the starting: point. As the train was 
running at presumably the ordained. 
slow rate of speed beneath the Downey- 
avenue viaduct, the forward engine 
plunged from the rails and began plow- 
ing up the cinder-packed surface of the 
yards, taking the second engine with 
it, followed by the baggage and ex- 
press cars. The one coach and five Pull- 
man sleepers remained on the track, 
but the shock of the final stop. brought 
a good many of their occupants up 
withsa jerk that caused quite a panic 
among them. None of the derailed cars 
tipped over, and no one was hurt. The 
fact that the ground at that point is 
so. hard and level made the damage 
slight, but the locomotives lost their 
“cow-catchers’’ and were otherwise 
bruised. The second engine and its ten- 
der came near telescoping, but the two 
seemed inclined to go in different direc- 
tions. The cause of the derailment is 
not known .positively, but it is charged

in putting the derailed locomotves back 
on the track, and running them into 
the shops, and in relaying the rails 
that had been displaced. 

A $25,000 WRECK. 

. Mhe wreck of two freight trains on 
‘the ,Southern. Pacific road, at Sanse- 
vain, near Colton, Friday morning, re- 
ported’ in The Times of yesterday, was 


‘more serious than appeared from first 


accounts. No injuries were sustained 
beyond the slight bruise on the head 
of one engineer, but the wreck was 
more costly than at first supposed. The 
opposing freight train@ were each 
hauled by two heavy locomotives, and 
when the east~bound engines crashed 
into those west-bound, the shock was 
terrific, though one of the trains, was 
not running at full speed. So great 
was the shock that all four of the 
locomotives were badly wrecked, not 
to speak of the smashed carloads of 
freight. The four engines were brought 
to the Los Angeles shops yesterday, 
and they were a sorry-looking lot, 
appoaring to atmost complete 
wrecks. A Southern Pacific man, who 
should know, says that the loss sus- 
tained by. the wreck was fully $25,000. 
Superintendent J. A. Muir has not yet 
held a carpet investigation to locate 
the blame for the smashup, but prob- 
ably will on Monday. The rumor that: 
trainmen blamed the dispatcher ifor the 
mishap is denied at the office here, 
and is doubtless groundless. The most 
prdbaible explanation is the one given 
in yesterday’s report, that the fog 
obscured the vision of the engineers, 
who succeeded in saving themselves by 
jumping.

WEATHER BULLETIN. 


Foster’s Meteorological Plans for 
the Future. 


A Dangerous ftorm, of Wide Extent in the 
Mississippi Valley, Will Start from 
This Coast About 
March 17. 


ST. JOSEPH (Mo.,) March 10.—

This storm will be of wide extenf, 
a dangerous storm especially in and 
east of the Mississipp{ Valicy. 

, The qvarm wave will cross the west- 
ern mountains about the 17th, the 
great central valleys about the 19th, 
and the Eastern States about the 21st. 
The cool wave will cross the western 
mountains about the 20th, the great 
central valleys about the 22d, and the 
Eastern States about the 24th. The 
cool wave will be most severe in the 
great central valleys about the 2ist or 
224, and will cause blizzards in: some 

‘THIRD-CLASS - 

We have four permanent highs cov- 
ering the north and south Pacific. and 
Atlantic oceans; also two north and 
two south magnetic poles. Through these 
six the earth inhales the ether of space 
and through them principally come the 
influences from the sun, moon and 
planets which cause the changes in our 
weather.. Permanent lows hang over 
the north and south poles of the earth, 
over the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
at the earth’s equator, over the Ber- 
ing Sea and over Iceland and a large 
space surrounding it. Through these 
permanent lows the ether escapes 
from the earth, and goes into space, 
This movement of the ether is called 
electricity, and it keeps our atmos- 
phere constancy: in motion. 

The transient’ high and low barom- 
eters constitute the third class. They 
move around the earth north of 20 deg. 
north latitude, and‘ south’ of 20 deg. 
south latitude. These lows, with their 
accompaning highs, are the immediate 
causes of rain and snow. 

The lows are called storm centers 
and this conveys a correct idea for 
the countries of the United States and 
Canada lying east of the Rockies, but 
an erroneous idea for many other coun- 
tries. 

A low is a. storm center when it 
enters a permanent high, but it is the 
high that becomes the storm center, 
or mather the storm wave, when they 
enter the permanent low. The tran- 
sient lbw and high move together 
around the earth, and it is the differ- 
ence between them and the surrounding 
conditions of the atrhosphere that 
causes the extreme and sudden changes 
in the Weather. 

A periodical high covers the United 
States in winter and the lows cause the 
principal precipitation, -because the 
greatest difference in pressure then oc- 
curs between these transient*lows and 
the surrounding high. But in summer 
the highs cause the principal precip- 
itation because the periodical low then 
covers the continent and the deep gra- 
dient. as the difference in pressure is 
called, occurs between the high and 
the surrounding general low. 

Just here it will require careful 

thinking not to get bewildered in these 
terms. While the transient low is the 
rain or snow-meaker in winter, at the 
same time its maite and accompany- | 
ing high is the ruling force, because 
the sun is south of the equator. The 
transient low is always the ruling force 
on that side of the earth’s equator 
where the sun is, at the time, located 
~transient high is the ruling 
force on, that side of the earth’s equa- 
tor opposite the sun’s location,

But I believe he will fail to establish 
long-range forecasts by his calculations 
because he does not go deep enough to 
find the real causes. He and the 
weather bureau have in their support 
all the money and appliances that 
could be desired. They are paid for 
their work by the government and of 
course they must publish the results 
of their investigations. 

I know that I have Ciscovered the 
long-hidden secrets of nature as to 
the cause of weather changes and if 
the public will bear with an occasionar 
error till I have time to work out the 
results’ of the complicated caubés, I 
will give th@m such wonderfully cor- 
rect forecasts of coming weather events 
as the wisest weather heads have 
never dreamed of. .

It would be an advantage to divide 
each acre into two fields, so as to 
mit the hens to occupy one-half of the 
space while some crop is growing in 
the other half. By such a method quite 
a large share of the food may. be 
grown. In the fall rye may be seeded 
down, to be followed by a crop of corn 
in the spring. The land will then be 
really devoted to two purposes. One 
half of the space will be in corn and 


the other half taken up by the hens, sso 
thus allowing but half an acre to the ..- 


hens instead of a whole acre. When 
the corn is off the hens can be turned 
into that field and the other one plowed, 
which will also clean the ground of 
filth and turn under the droppings.

ing very much from a great many 
others.

The aggregate capital of the 
large French dry goods houses is many 
millions of dollars, and; not content 
with monopolizing the trade, with only 
here and there an exception, a few 
Germans still remaining in the trade, 
they have gone into the manufacture 
of print cloths and gray cottons. Mak- 
ing your own prints and cottons at a 
profit and then jobbing and retailing 
them gives a big total of profit at the 
end of the year. Competition, however, 
has come in to check too quickly-made 
fortunes, and keen Swiss merchants 
have been tempted to take part in the 
struggle for Mexican trade.

Rich Rapidiy. 

The good old days of idelieiaidmie 
fortunes in merchandising in Mexico 
have passed away, never to return, 
Says a writer in the Boston Herald.

chants may yawn away the days in 
their counting-rooms and be only busy 
when fortnightly or monthly mails 
come in. Railways and’ the telegraph 
have wonderfully changed mercantile

to retire on in seven or eight years, 
when they mostly all went back to 
Hamburg or other German cities to 
live a leisurely life, with unlimited 
beer and pipes. A fine old race of 
merchants were they, big-hearted and 
generous, jolly and rosy-cneeked, and 
very shrewd withal. ts in those 
fine old ante-railway times were fully

[From an Occasional Contributer.] 

LOS ANGELES, March 7, 1894.—In the 
issue of The Times for last Sunday and 
also of the Sunday previous I find inter- 
esting accounts of Quantrell’s destruction 
of the town of Lawrence, Kan., 863. 
I was on the ground at the time and saw 
much of the raid. Being then United

The venerable gentleman wore his coat 
and vest unbuttoned, and presented an 
inspiring spectacle, as well as affording 
amusement for the spectators by nu- 
mmerous side remarks made while on the 
witneds stand. He looked like a reso- 
lute man, and when Mr. Stephens cau- 
tiously inquired of him on cross-exam- 
ination whether or not he was in the 
habit of going armed, he replied very 
piacidly: “Oh, yes, I've got a gun on 
me " at the same time reaching 
for his hip-pocket. The jurymen at once 
began to shrink in their seats and 
there was a marked disposition mant- 
fest. on the part of those seated about 
the witness stand to obtain positions 
of a ct in case of accident.

Knox made a deman 
on Perkins for money, and, being ar- 
dered off the premiSes, became angry. 
Some of the witnesses swore that they 
saw him raise his finger and shake it 
at his former employer saying, “I'll 
Kill you ‘Doc’.”” At any rate, he did go 
and borrow a shotgun ,which he loaded 
and brought back to Perkins’s house.

Santa Monica vs. San Pedro. 

LO3 ANGBPLBS, March 9, 1894.—(To 
the Bditor.) There has been a great 
deal said and written during the past 
two years relative to the location of 
a deep-sea harbor at some point on 
the coast of Southern California, and 
several rival towns are now contending 
for an appropriation of money by Con- 


he ticul 1 


dro and Santa Morniica. 

Let us, as @ business proposition, re- 
view the ground from a business stand- 
point, and for the best interests of the 
most prosperous city today on the Pa- 
cific Coast—Los Angeles. It does seem 
to me that the interests of the whole 
people would be best subserved by the 
location of said harbor at the nearest 
practicable point to Los Angeles, re- 
gardless of any selfish motives or any 
particular railroad corporations. We 
need not care for them. They will reg- 
ulate their own business. We are not 
interesited in the'r fights. Let us get 
the harbor located as near this great 
and growing city as possible, and the 
railroads will come to that point. There 
seams to be but one argument tn 
this case, and that centered in Santa 
Monica, where we can combine busi- 
ness with pleasure. How can an un- 
prejudiced mind say that it is better 
for Los Angeles to have this harbor 
located at a point one-third greater 
distance, and where the communica- 
tion to San Francisco is three hours 
longer time from her business center 
than at Santa Monica, a suburb of 
our beautiful city? We are told by 
some of our influential, public-spirited 
men that for them to use their ener- 
gies now in this direction would be 
inconsistent with their former acts. 
“Consistency, what a jewel!’ Would it 
not be more inconsistent in the South- 
ern Pacific Company in leaving San Pe- 
dro and expending their millions of 
dollars at Santa Monica? Do not cir- 
cumstances ‘call for such changes? 
What are the facts today regarding 
travel by steamer to ncisco 
from Los Angeles? If you go by way 
of Redondo you must take the train 
from Los Amgeles at 10 o’clock a.m., 
and for the same boat connection at 
Port Los Angeles you leave Los An- 
geles at 1:10 p.m., a difference in time 
of more than three hours. To connect 
with the same boat at Port San Pedro 
you would have to leave Los Angeles 
stil another hour earlier, a differ- 
ence in favor of Banta Monica of four 
hours. ‘What are four business hours 


in the best part of the day worth to 
the ordinary business man? This not 
only applies to r traffic, but 


to freight also. For instance, freight 
carried by steamer to Port Los Angeles 
for this city is ready for delivery to 
the merchant before the steamer 
reaches Port: San Pedro. 

Ome of the most serious objections 
comes from the fact that the govern- 
ment engineers selected for the pur- 
pose of making an examination as to 
the two points in question, reported 
in favor of San Pedro. At the same 
time, equally as competent engineers 
(not government engineers) have re- 
ported in favor of Santa Monica, and 
a million of dolMars of private money 
has-been spent on the strength of their 
report, in building one of the most 
subatantial wharves ever constructed. 
This, of course, is charged to the South- 
ern Pacific Ratiroad y. There 
are other reasons why Santa Monica 
should be selected, and one of great 
importance, to-wit, delays in_ traffic, 
caused by washout of railroad tracks 
during the rainy season. I know of 
my own. knowledge, in the past four 
years, that we were a whole week at 
one time cut off from railroad commu- 
nication with San Pedro, while the 

nta Monica line was open and ope- 
rating regular trains during the -time. 
There would seem ‘to (be a8 good a reason 
for asking an appropriation for a har-: 
bor at. Nawport Landing, to accommo- 
.date Los Angeles, as at San Pedro. .

The Car-routing Fight. 
LOS ANGBDLES, March 10.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) Referring to An 
article in your issue of this date, in 
regard to the car-routing fight between 
the Riverside Fruit Exchange and the 
Southern Pacific-and Santa Fe roads, 
I would say that, to one uninformed 
as to the workings of the exchange sys- 
tem, that report, as published, might 
be construed in such manner as to 
work against the best interests of the 
exchange movement. 
The system agreed upon by the 
management, and by the term manage- 
ment I refer to the executive board, 
composed of a representative from each 
of. the seven exchanges comprising the 
system, is ae follows: 
Where orders are accompanied with 
spot cash, routing to conform with 
buyer’s directions explicitly. Where 
fruit is sold on thirty days’ accepiance, 
and routing specified in order, the ex- 
change shipping such order’may con- 
form with the wishes of the purchaser 
to the fullest extent consistent with 
‘their own protection. 
Consequently, if, as stated, there are 
any differences at Riverside, it is sim- 
ply between the Riverside Fruit Ex- 
change individwally and the roads, and 
not the Southern California Fruit Ex- 
change. 

Exchange shipments are moving via 
Union Pacific, Denver and Rio Grande, 
Santa Fe and Texas Pacific.

NEW YORK, March 5.—(Special Cor- 
respondence. Copyright, 1894.) In’a re- 
cent letter I began atcur cf insnection 
behind the scenes in the wild beast show. 
My account*stopped while I stood be-

watch the animals feed and talk with 
the keeper, Fritz. ie 

Fritz allows the animals half an hour 
to strip the last shred of meat from 
the bones, and during this time we 
chat together in front of the cage 
while he fixes the water. Lions and 
tigers drink very little in proportion 
to what they eat, not more than a pint 
of water a day, and it is of great im- 
portance that the temperature be kept 
at about that of the body. Frits ex- 
plains to me that so far from being of 
great endurance and of rugged health 
lions and tigers are sul-Ject to all sorts 
of ailments and have to be looked after 
as carefully as a frail woman.

Lions are also 
very subject to colds are are frequently 
crippled with rheumatism, as is the 
e with tha veteran Prince, whose 
left hind leg gives him constant trou- 
ble and makes it impossible to’ show 
him in the ring. The lionesses are 
subject to special complaints which 
make it necessary to give them con- 
stant attention and frequently to con- 
fine them in separate cages, as has 
been the case recently with the two 
lionesses, Mignon and Venus. Of all 
the diseases to which lions and tigers 
are subject, perhaps the most serious 
is tuberculosis, which causes many 
deaths and for which there is no rem- 
edy. The course of consumption with 
them is quicker even than with men, 
the period of the inception of the dis- 
ease to death not usually exceeding 
eight’ months. Two years ago this 
same group feeding before-me was 
larger than it is today by a pair of 
fine lions, Nero and Marie. Nero con- 
tracted tuberculosis from some bad 
meat and died in Blackpool, England. 
Marie caught the disease from Nero 
and died on shipboard when the show 
was coming to America and was buri2da 
at sea two days out from New York. 
As Fritz spoke of Marie’s death there 
was evidence of genuine sorrow in his

Zoologists have long 
discussed the differences, which are 
very slight, between the panther and 
the leopard, and it has been a vexed 
question whether the two species breed 
together.

While we talk the beasts have fin- 
ished their dinner and are licking the 
white bones lazily. They are ready to 
be watered. Again Fritz enters the 
cage, carrying a long iron rake with 
which he drags the bones from each 
animal and then carries them outside. 
Returning he spreads the floor with 
sawdust, sifting it from a pail, and 
then throws bundles of straw in the 
different corners for the animals to 
roll on. They all watch him compla- 
cently now, not seeming to care espe-

“Click, click, click,”” sound the hooks 
of the chains as he unsnaps them in 
on and presently the beasts are 
jumping around him, the tigers lazily, 
the Jeopards with the prodigious ac- 
tivity usual with them. 

“Come here, says Fritz, 
catching his favorite leopard behind 
the ears and liftidg him hfgh in.the 
air so that his only touches the 
floor, and kissing him as a girl would 
her pet dog.

“Now, get aver there. Come here, 
Charley,’’ and grabbing the. big tiger 
by his chain he seats himself astraddle, 
and arousing him with sounding slaps 
on the sides and back rides around 
the cage, while Charley snarls his dis- 


For a quarter of an hour Fritz stays 
inside this cage, which no one else 
would dare to enter, playing with the 
tigers and leopards as if they were chil- 
dren, hauling them about with the 
utmost indifference, lying down among 
them and rolling them over in the 
straw, and all the time having not so 
much as a whip to defend himself, in 
fact having nothing’ in his hands. He 


ex to me the structure of a 
tiger's. mouth by opening Charley's 
jaws and pointing out ‘the various 


teeth. At the corners of the mouth 
are the four fangs or tusks, two above 
and two below, with which tigers seize 
and pull down their prey. These tusks 
are an inch and a quarter long and 
half an inch in diameter at the base. 
The lower ones close outside of the

and below are six of the dearest white- 
est little baby teeth that ever were 
geen outside of the mouth of a three- 

-old child. It. seems almost ridicu- 
ous for a terrible Bengal tiger to have

thirty in all.. Fritz not only opens 
Chariey’s mouth wide enough for me to 
gee all of these teeth, but puts his hand 
inside and touches each one as he gives 
explanation. 

t peems that a tiger has two sets of 
teeth, the first set falling out at about 
seven months. Such a thing as a de- 
cayed tooth is unknown in.a wild 
beast’s head.

Next comes the watering. Wild: beasts 


are watered twice a day and it is a 
great sight to see them drink. I know 
of no experience which will send a 
new thrill more surely through the lan- 
guid senses of the average city dweller 
as .the following: Take an _ ordinary 
frying-pan in the right hand and a 
common tin: watering pot in the left. 
Let the latter be filled with tepid wa- 
ter, and then pour it slowly into the 
frying-pan, which must be held with 
a good grip. Nothing thrilling, so far; 
but let three royal Bengal tigers and 
a Nubian lion concentrate their big 
heads over the firying-pan, while four 
pinkish-red tongues like twisting snakes 
shoot out from behind the black lips 
and lap up the water, and the thrill 
will not be long in making itself felt. 

Three times when I made this exper- 
iment it was necessary to refill the 
trying-pan before the drinkers were all 
satisfied. That meant about a pint each, 
for some of the water was spilled. 

“Now, quick! pull the pan away,” 
Said Fritz, catching hold of the handle. 
He was just in time, for the tiger Char- 
ley snapped at the side of the pan with 
his big tusks and came within an ace 
of dragging it inside the cage. . 

“tT have to be very caveful,”’ said 
Fritz, ‘‘to get the frying-pan back-after 
these fellows have finished drinking. If 
they got it inside they would begin 
fighting for it at once, and some cf 
them would be badiy bitten or perhaps 
killed. It’s queer how lions and tigers

No one would dare enter that cage 
who did not know the animals. Phila- 
delphia would be killed, or Darling, or 
Miss Berg, and I guess they would even 
kill Mr. Mehrmann unless he was very 
careful. They do not kill me because 
they know me, but if I should be away 
from them four or six months, or a 
year, mine Gott, I not like try that,” 
sald Fritz, relapsing into his broken 
English. 

Fritz explained to me that in case 
several of the group died and it be- 
came necessary to replace them, they 
would introduce the stranger by mak- 


(ing the others grow accustomed to 


him gradually. They would shut off 
one corner of the big cage by bars 
and put the new member behind these. 
After a couple of weeks of this famlil- 
iarity the groom would let down the 
bars, and see how the newcomer was 
received. Then he would put them up 
again and repeat ‘tthe operation next 
day, leaving them down longer and 
longer, until fimally it would be safe 
to allow the new animal to go freely 
among the old ones. ' 

““How does’it happen,’ I asked, “that 
the tiger and the lion in this group do 
not kill the leopards, which are so 
much smaller?’’ 

“Tt is because they have been to- 
gether ever since they were very 
young. That is the only way we can 
make big animals live with little ones 
without killing them. And even s0, 

the tigers gat angry some day they 

ll kill one of the leopards.” 

The more I saw of the ingenious 
Fritz and studied him the .more I 
marveled. Why were other men starred 
as daring wild-beast tamers and not 
he? I asked thim about his life. His 
family name is Heitman. He was 
born thirty-two years ago and has 
been nineteen years at the business. 
He has taken care of lions, tigers, 
leopards, elephants, and all kinds of 
wijd beasits during this time; has been 
with good and bad-tempered animals 
alike,. under all ciroumstances; has 
entered the cages by day and by night; 
has assisted the professional tamers in 
the public performances; has gone into 
Asia and Africa on expeditions for cap- 
turing lions and ‘tigers: ‘has transferred 
the beasts on shipboard from foreign 
ports to Europe; has attended them 
when they are sick and well, angry 
or good-natured, and in the whole time 
has never received any serious injury. 
His most dangerous experience was in 
Singapore, when a big elephant, nine 
feet high at the shoulders, struck him 
a blow with his trunk which rendered 
him unconscious. 

At one time Faiz was sent from 
Hamburg with a consignment of six 
lions, which had just been sold to a 
show exhibiting dt Colmar, in Alsace- 
Lorraine. His duty. was merely to de- 
liver the lions safely. But when he 
got there he found the. proprietor’ of 
the show in a great state of mind be- 
cause the regular lion-tamer ‘had gone 
off on a spree and disappeared.

The climax came one night In Janu- 
ary, when Black Prince came within 
an ace of killing the daring tamer 
outright, and certainly would have 
done so had not his attention been 
diverted just*at the critical. moment 
by the horse he was riding. He paused 
in the very act of springing, as ‘if to 
decide whether he would destroy’ the 
man or the horse, and in that pause 
allowed the tamer to get on his guard, 
while the watchful grooms rushed in 
through the iron gates and drove Prince 
from the ring. 

From that day Black Prince has 
never ridden a horse or done any of 
the thrilling feats which made him so 
valuable: Philadelphia, deprived of his. 
“attraction,”” went back to Hamburg 
in search of another, and Diack Prince 
will probably end his days in some 
zoological garden. 

Before his departure for Europe I 
became well acquainted with William 
Philadelphia, and found him a cheery, 
light-hearted, little man, as unpreten- 
tious as possible, and yet able to ex- 
plaih the mysteries of his art more 
clearly than any trainer I have met. 
And, indeed, he ought to have some 
special knowledge of tigers and lions, 
for he was born thirty-nine years ago 
in a small menagerie owned by his 
father, and has been training wild 
beasts all his life. Not only was his 
father a showman before him, but both 
of his grandmothers were showw 
the one making much money by ex- 
hibiting through Europe the first black 
man brought from Africa, and the 
other doing equally well with a trained 
walrus in Russia. 

Philadelphia's great-grandfather was 
a resident of Philadelphia, where he 
lived until middle life. His name was 
Jacob Meyer and he was a Jew. Hav- 
ing emigrated to Germany to estab- 
lish himself in business he found it 
prudent to change his name on account 
of the prejudice against his race, and 
he called himself Herr Philadelphia in 
memory of the city which had been 
his home. So it comes that Germany's 
most daring lion tamer has a strain of 
American. blood in his veins, although 
he speaks but little English. oes 

Philadelphia’s body is covered with 
scars, great and small,. made by the 
claws and teeth of numberless wild 
beasts. He met with his first serious 
accident in Odessa at the age of 20, 
when a Russian bear bit him twice on 
the left leg, the first time gouging out 
a big piece from ‘the fleshy part of the 
thigh and the second nearly biting 
away his knee. Philadelphia showed 
me the scars which will disfigure his | 
leg for the rest of his life. They look 
like white holes in the flesh. The 
cords and muscles were so “injured as 
to cause a permanent stiffness in the 
joint and recurring twinges of pain at 
certain changes in the weather. 

Philadelphia was three months in the 
hospital after this experience, and 
ithen was three months on crutches. 
At another time, when he was only 17, 
a Russian bear held him by the throat 
for five minutes, while again another 
bear fastened his fangs in his forearm. 
Although he has been bitten and 
scratched by almost every species of 
wild animal he considers the bear 
much the most dangerous beast to train 
and this because of its superior intel- 

igence.

are with you some day.” 

a I had with him 
about lions and the training of them 
he spoke of the memorable night, al- 
ready referred to, when Black Prince 
came so near. causing his death. | 

‘“T knew the critical moment had 
come,” said he, “‘and that it would not 
do to push matters any further. If I 
had made Black Prince do his jump 
that time when he baulked and turned 
on me he would have sprung at my 
throat, caught me between his fore- 
paws and fastened his fangs in my 
neck or breast. It would have been 
impossible for ten men to have draggéd 
him off and I would have been killed 
there, in the sight of the audience, just 
as my nephew, Albert Krone, was 
killed in Germany, some years ago by 
a Russian bear. There is a mistaken 
idea, by the way, that bears hug their 
victims to death. This bear struck my 


nephew to the ground with one sweep |, 


the poor fellow’s life}out with his 
teeth. There is no way of ving a 
man when he is caught by a wild beast 
in that murderous mood. Black Prince 
would have finished me in’ two bites, 
for a lion’s fangs go deep and find the 
vital spot quickly. ‘ 

“N6, it would have teen useless for 
me to use a revolver even if I had one. 
I could never have drawn it from my 
pocket in time and probably it would 
not have prevented the lion from kill- 
ing me even if I had shot him. The 
heavy jaws have only to chose once on 
a man to leave little life in him; that 
is if they close to kill. Lion tamers 
never carry revolvers, partly because, 
as I have explained, they would be of 
little use and because of the danger to 
the audience, for a bullet might go 
clear through a wild beast and injure 
some one of the spectators. 

“As to wearing a suit of mail under 
the clothing I have known novices at 
lion-taming to do so, \but I consider it a 
useless precaution. In the first place 
no suit of mail was ever made strong 
enough to prevent the tusks of a tiger 
or a lion from going through it. And, 
in the second place, even if the links 
were strong enough ‘to resist«the teeth 
the pressure of the paws alone would 
crush a man to death. The whole 
secret of the thing lies in inspiring the 
beasts with such awe of you that 
they’ll never dare to attack you. If 
they should attack you they would kill 
you easily, but they must be rendered 
so fearful of your presence and your 
power that they will not venture any 
attack.. Of course, they will scratch 
you many times; that is unavoidable. 
And when they start out to kill they 
usually do kill. Why shouldn't they— 
think of vast against a 
pigmy man like me?" 

‘How do you inspire a Hon with this 
wholesome dread?’’ I asked. 

“I t depends entirely upon beginning 
very young with them and exercising 
boundless patience in accomplishing your 
purpose. Let me tell you how I had to 
train this lion, Black Prince. He was 
caught in the jungles of Africa nearly 
four years ago, and landed fm Liverpool 
a savage cub, much more savage by 
nature than an ordinary lion at the age 
of ten months. Then I took him, and 
begah the task of taming him. He was 
in a small f&ge, and I talked to him 
and stood ffi front of the bars for sev- 
eral days, feeding him bits of meat; 
for, as is usually the case, he had 
ceased drinking milk since he was six 
months old. After he had got to know 
me a little I went into the cage, car- 
rying a wooden club in each hand. The 
first time I entered he sprang at my 
throat, as his flerce instinct taught him 
to do. I gave him two or three good 
raps over the head and flanks, and.he 
went back, not roaring, but making 
the queer sounds peculiar to young 
lions, Then he came at me n and 
again; I used .my clubs, but not too 
hard, avoiding hurting him badly and 
being careful not to strike him on the 
back, for a young lion's back is easily 
broken. After feeling the club several 
times he kept away from me, and went 
into a corner of the cage sulking. I 
sat down on a box and looked at him. 
I sat there an hour, two hours, three 
hours. Now and then he moved a lit- 
tle and purred savagely. Once he 
sprang at me again and got the club 
as before. At the end of three hours I 
threw some meat and left the 
cage. 

“The next morning I went into the 
cage again, and the same scenes were 
repeated. Black Prince sprang at me, 
growled, whined when I hit him with 
the clubs, sulked into his corner and 
glowered at me as I took a seat on the 
box, I stayed three hours as before, and 
gave him meat n on leaving the 
cage. The third day he let me enter the 
cage without springing at me, and af- 
ter that I was able to take my place 
on the box every morning without be- 
ing attacked by him. I had my clubs 
ready, ever, for emergencies, and 
used them when it was necessary. As 
I said before, I never hurt him badly, 
_ he remembered the bows I gave 

m. 

“Day after ‘day I spend the whole 
morning sitting in the cage, waiting 
for him to show some signs of a more 
friendly spirit. A month passed, two 
months, before he would come forward 
and take a bit of meat fastened 
on a stick, when I offered it to him. 
That was only a small step, you might 
think, in taming a lion. I knew it was 
a great step; it was the beginning of 
the end. Soon he would take the meat 
quite readily. from the stick, and at 
last from my hand, without snapping at 
me. This however, was an. experiment 
I did not make too often, for lions, like 
all cats, are treacherous. After that the 
next step was to put my hand on his 
back or sides. A lion always resents 
being touched, in fact, is frightened at 
having a man’s hand laid on him. 
Lions, indeed, show flerceness on most 
occasions, as much because they are 
frightened as because they are savage. 
After I had touched him, I worked up 
to the point of putting a chain around 
his neck.. When that was done I had 
accomplished a great deal, and was 
soon able to lead him around the cage 
holding the chain in my hand. 

“When I had got so,far I knew that 
the time had come when I would be 
able to tie Black ‘Prince down to the 
floor. It is always necessary to do this 
in taming a lion or tiger—for what ap- 
plies to one applies to both—in order 
that the trainer may accustom ‘ th< 
beast to being stroked with the hand. 
Any such familiarity would have 
thrown the lion into a murderous rage, 
had he not been firmly fastened; and it 
would have been impossible to fasten 
him down without all these patient pre- 
liminaries. Ten men could not have 
bound him to the floor before I com- 
menced “raining, him, for he’ would 
either have killed them or killed -_him- 
self in his furious resistance. I. was 
able now, however, to bind him down 
without much trouble, and soon after 
that he allowed me to stroke him as I 
pleased with my hand and grew ac- 
customed to my being close to him. 

“You will understand that by the 
time a man has done all this with a 
wild beast he has got the savage dispo- 
Sition pretty well cowed. The wild 
beast is afraid, not so much of any pain 
which may be inflicted upon him, but of 
some vague, unknown power, too great 
for him to understand or cope with. 
This is what gives the tamer his con- 
f trol of lions and tigers. It is not any 
personal magnetism, or.any inherent 
virtue not possessed by other men. It 
is no charm of the eye. That idea is 
sheer nonsense. It is merely that one 
particular man, by untiring patience, 
has succeeded in making himself ap- 
pear in the lion’s eyes as the one great 
and boundless force of the universe, bo- 
fore which he must bow. 

“Lions and tigers, like men and 
women, are good and bad. Both kinds 
require this preliminary training before 
awe of the trainer will be instilled into 
their minds. But there is a difference. 
Awe of the trainer may be transferred 
in the case of the good beasts to an- 
other trainer, who can, after a time, 
acquire all the control of the original 
trainer... With the bad ones, however, 
like Black Prince, this is exceedingly 
difficult, if not impossible. Black 
Prince, indeed, I did succeed in making 
obey my wife, but it was only after a 
year’s patient work—going into his 
cage along with her every day and sit- 
ting there for hours, in the manner al- 
ready explained. And, although my 
wife finally acquired control ‘of the lion, 
I usually went into the ri witb her in 
public performances, and now .that 
Black Prince has got so bad again I do 
not think she will ever be able to man- 
age him.”’ 

Speaking further of the changed dis- 
position of Black Prince, whom, as a 
cub, he gpt so he could touch freely, 
Philadelphia said: ‘Black Prince will 
let me pat him through the bars of the 
cage, but I would not lay my hands on 
him in the ring or enter his cage, not 
for a million dollars.” 

I asked him if he proposed to make a 
lion-tamer of his son. He replied: -:

“No, I think not. I taught my wife 
t> taine wild beasts, and sometimes I

CONFESSED HIS GUILT 


Durham, the Young Swindler, 
Makes a Clean Breast. 


Names of Firms on Which [fe Had Passed 
Worthless Checks in the East — 
Making Preparations 
for Big Game. 


D. D. Durham, a well-dressed and 
rather good-looking young man, ap- 
peared before Justice Seaman yesterday 
afternoon for arraignment upon the 
charge of forgery preferred against 
him, and was remanded in default of 
bail, to insure his reappearance for ex- 
amination Tuesday next. 

Durham was arrested by . Detective 
Goodman Thursday evening last, in re- 
sponse to a telegram from Denver, 
where he is wanted for passing a 
worthless check, and had not been in- 
side the City Jail many minutes be-

confronted with the prisoner. Durham, 


however, stoutly maintained his inno- 
cence, claiming that the check: was 
given him by another person, in regular 
coursé of business, and that when he 
cashed it he believed it to be genuine. 
Upon investigation, however, Detective 
Goodman learned that this smooth 
young man was accompanied by a 
dashing young woman, to whom he 
claimed to have been married in Sept- 
ember last, and with whom he was sup- 
posed to be still on his wedding tour, 
but as the pair had been traveling all 
over the country, working the same 
“‘fake”’ for some time past, this story 
failed to elicit the sympathy it was evi- 
dently intended to call forth. It was 
learned that the couple had circulated 
all sorts of stories calculated to im- 
press strangers with the idea that they 
were well-connected and: had more 
money than they knew what to do 
with, and had laid the ground-work for 
a number of clever schemes which 
would, in all probability, have been 
crowned with success had Durham es- 
caped the clutches of the officers for a 
few days longer.

A Story of the Maddest Mania 
of Modern Times, 


By One Who’ Was in the Swim of 
Petroleum and Mud. 


On the Field of Action—Fortunes Made and 
Lest in an Hour—Down in Pit- 
hole—The High-water

On one of Pittsburgh's busy streets I 


recently encountered a gentleman who’ 


was a prominent figure in an era of 
money-making and money-losing that 
has had no parallel since the tulip 
mania. I refer to the oil craze of 1863. 

The strongest and most vivid impres- 
sions made upon my memory are those 
formed in the period I passed in the 
midst of the oil derricks. My recollec- 
tions of the inflated prices and extrava- 
gances inseparable from life in the Ter- 
ritories, and the startling, dramatic, 
disagreeable and horrible experiences 
of army life, with the exception of one 
great battlefield, are faint when com- 
pared with my impressions of those 
daily experiences on Oil Creek. 

To understand the situation it is 
necessary to recall the comlitions then 
existing, including a new and inflated 
currency, the flush war times and the 
extravagances following from enormous 
profits which army contracts yielded. 
‘When I hung my hat up in a house 
made of undressed pine boards, oppo- 
Bite Petroleum Center, “spring-pole”’ 
drilling and “‘pound freshets’’ were still 
in vogue. It was before anybody 
dreamed of piping oil or of hauling it 
in tank cars. The dleaginous riches of 
Venango county were then floated 
down the Allegheny River in light, 
caulked flatboats, in bulk, from Oil 
City. The oil was hauled from the 
wells in good oak barrels that at first 
cost $2.60, then $2.25 and later $2 per 
barrel, delivered at the well. These 
prices are given because, ‘as will be 
shown presently, they proved a tre- 
mendous factor in the oil business of 
the ’60’s.

YOUNG DOCTOR AND HIS BROTHER. 
Wheh Drake was drilling his well 
near Brewer & Watson's lower mill, on 
the Titusville flat in 1859, among those 
who evinced unusual interest in the re- 
sult was a young man who was com- 
pleting his studies at the Western Re- 
serve Medical College in Cleveland, 2. 
This was M. C. Egbert, who was read- 
ing medicine with his brother in the 
village of Cherry Tree, about seven 
miles north of Oil City. One day when 
the Egbert brothers were crossing Oil 
Creek on what was then known as 
“Wash’’ McClintock s ford (afterward 
Petroleum Center,) the elder pointed 
out a spot where the hues of the 
rainbow were reflected on the surface 
of the water. The young medical stu- 
dent had heard of Seneca oil. His curi- 
osity Was aroused, and now a desire 
he had frequently expressed was in 
a fair way to be gratified. His brother 
rode away laughing as he dismounted 
and prepared to gather some of the 
oil. cking up a stick near at hand 
he thrust it into the sand forming the 
bottom of the creek. The shallow wa- 
ter was soon overspread with oil. The 
student had provided himself with a 
six-ounce bottle. Spreading his hand- 
kerchief on the water until it absorbed 
the oil, he squeezed the latter into the 
bottle. This was repeated until the 
bottle was filled. A little later the 
bottle of oil was submitted to Prof. 
Cassell, a professor of chemistry in 
Cleveland. The professor’s summing up 
is worth repeating. ‘Providing you can 
produce it in sufficient quantities that 
oil would prove a very valuable article 
of commerce.” These words made a 
deep impression upon the young stu- 
dent. When he was not conning his 
books he was thinking of the possibil- 
ities of the article, afterward known, as 
petroleum. When business called him 
to Titusville he noted the progress 
Drake made, and frequently he visited 
Drake’s well to gratify his curiosity. 
Immediately after Drake ‘“‘struck oil’ 
in August, 1859, at a depth of sixty-nine 
f£nd one-half feet, M. C. Egbert and his 
brother, A. G. Egbert, bought thirty- 
eight acres from Alexander. Davidson. 
This, e first of] territory. purchased 
for the express purpose of drilling for 
oil, was immediately opposite the 
‘“‘Wash’’ McClintock farm. To cross the 
ford necessitated crossing the Davidson 
and McClintock farms. The Egbert 
brothers gave Davidson $1000 for land 
that would not have brought more than 
$500 at the outside for agricultural 
purposes. This, known subsequently 
throughout oildom as the Egbert & 
Hyde farm, proved the most profitable 
oil territory in the United States.

Oil Creek, was leased rapidly, and some 
~was purchased outright. Owing to de- 
lays and a series of obstacles not 
necessary to relate, farms in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the Egbert & Hyde 
farm, and midway between it and Oil 
City, were developed before it became 
famous. The Story farm on the op- 
posite side of the creek, adjoining the 
McClintock farm (the basis of the 
Columbia Oil Company, by all odds the 
best-managed and most successful oil 
company ever organized,) yielded oil 
before the owners of the Egbert & 
Hyde farm were able to execute their 
plans. 

The delay, however, was the most 
fortunate thing that could have hap- 
pened the owners. The Egbert brothers 
in the meantime had disposed of an in- 
terest in the farm of thirty-eight acres 
to Charles Hyde, now living at Plain- 
field, J. The foundation of, Mr. 
Hyde’s immense fortune ¢he is now 
rated as the owner of between $10,000,- 
000 and $11,000,000) was made out of the 
returns from his fortunate investment 
in the Egbert farm. In the meantime 
the price of oil advanced. When the 
owners of the Egbert & Hyde farm 
perfected their plans, prices were 
booming and continu

thirty-four wells drilled on the farm, 


wells, yielding from twenty-five to 
twelve hundred barrels per day. The 
yield steadily increased in 1865, until 
ultimately sixty-six wells yielded oil. 
The daily run in the closing part of 
1864, and throughout 1865, averaged up- 
ward of twenty-two hundred barrels. 
Petroleum sold at higher prices in 1864 
and ever sold before 
or since, r uminating purposes. 
The most carefully-collected data shows 
that the yield of 1863 averaged only 
$3.15 per barrel. As a matter of fact, 
the prices rose steadily from $2.25, until 
the average of the last month in that 


in January, 1864, averaged $38. Here, 
again, hOwever, I find the reports are 
only approximated. The price through- 
out that year ascended steadily, ad- 
vancing at the rate of $1 per barrel 
per month until May. In June 
it appreciated $2, selling at $9.50, and 
the yield of July is estimated at $12.12 
per barrel. In August it fell off §2 
and sold down to $7.75, and in October 
the same, but averaged $10 for Novem- 
ber, and $11 for December. As a mat- 
ter of fact prices throughout 1864 and 
the greater portion of 1865 varied as 
much as $2 and $3 in a week, selling 
at $8 or $9 one morning, and com- 
manding $10, $11 or $13*the next. The 
product of the Coquette well, for in- 
Stance, sold @t a higher price than 
appears in the government reports. The 
entire yield of that well was estimat 
to have sold at prices which aver 

the owners a little more than $8 per 
barrel, and large quantities of Co- 
quette oil sold at $12, $13 and $14 per 
barrel. 
THE “CREAM” OF THE BUSINESS. 

These figures are cited to support the 
etatement that the cream of the oil 
trade fell to the owners of the thirty- 
eight acres, forming an almost oblong 
flat, opposite Petroleum Center, one of 
the briskest and most promisi of 
all the oll towns from 1863 unpil 1870. 
The Maple Shade, long quoted on the 
Philadelphia Oi Exchange, a well that 
yielded 1200 barrels daily, oil 
averaged $8 per barrel; the Jersey that, 
yielded 400, and the Keystone No. 1 
and No. 2, producing about three hun- 
dred barrels, and finally the Coquette, 
which was struck at a time when oil 
averaged more than $8 
upward of sixteen months, and which 
yielded nearly six hundred barrels per 
day—these were names to conjure with 
in. a period when a ten-barrel well 
was deemed more valuable, and 
yielded greater returns than a 200-bar- 
rel well yields today.

At the time the Coquette well was 
struck a-gentlem named Yost was 
the heaviest dealer in petroleum.

Thus the owners of the well were paid 
more than twenty times the cost of the 
well within a few hours after the great 
yield was made known. The Coquette 
was struck late in the fall of 1864, after 
the price reached the maximym. The 
product of the Jersey well, struck in 
the early part of the spring of 1864, 
sold as high as $14 pér barrel, and made 
the highest average of any of the enor- 
mously profitable wells on the Egbert 
& Hyde farm. 

, THB SHADE WHLL, 
which produced about 1200 barrels a day 
for a considerable period, was the foun- 
dation of the Maple Shade Oil Company 
which head the oil stock list. The chief 
points of the history of this company 
seem as wonderful today as the record 
of sudden riches acquired through g6la 
and silver mines on the Pacific Slope. 

When the truth was ascertained con- 
cerning the yield of the largest well on 
the Egbert & Hyde farm, a company 
was organized in Philadelphia with a 
capital of $500,000. ' Fifty thousand 
shares were placed on the market; the 
par value was $10 a share. On the day 
the shares were disposed of, a line of 
applicants was formed at the office sim- 
jlar to those that besiege the boxoffice 
of an operahouse or theater when extra- 
ordinary attractions enthuse the public. 
Those within hearing of the office were 
seen holding their hands up, flourishing 
rolls of bank-notes while they shouted 
their names and desired to be remem- 
bered in the sales. The stock was sold 
at $10 per share, Bold within ten days at 
$20 per share, and commanded $44 
per share subsequently. The mutations 
of Maple Shade oil stock would fur- 
nish a curious commentary upon the 
oll business. It is needless to say that 
while numbers realized enormously, 
others lost vast sums in an era of spec- 
ulation characterized from first to last 
by a total disregard for intrinsic val- 
ues or the merits of the shares and 
commodities trafficked in. 

COLBUR DE ROSD AND SWINDLANG. 

The prospectus writer’s demands 
Were never more eagerly complied with, 
or anticipated, nor were his accom- 
plishments ever more successful that 
they were here, where he added fuel 
to the excitement that allurecd capital 
from the New England States, from 
the Northwest; and from the Pacific 
Slope to Venango county, Pa., in the 
’€0's. The opportunities of confidence 
operators were widened to an extent 
only equaled at rare intervals in the 
history of speculation. The modus 
operandi was simple_and it was sur- 
prising how greedily the public swal- 
lowed the bait prepared by the con- 
scienceless scoundrels who thrived by 
arts that are less tolerable to honest 
men than the assaults.of highwaymen. 

The mode of procedure commonly re- 
sorted to was an invitation to invest 
in the shares of a company owning from 
forty to two hundred acres. Sometimes 
the land was leased for five or ten years. 
But whether it was owned outright or 
leased, attention was directed to the 
fact that the company already had 
one or more wells that were producing 
oil in quantities that precluded the pos- 
sibility of loss to the purchaser of 
shares.’ Sometimes the inducement 
that disarmed doubt and landed the 
“sucker’ was the very thing that 
should have excited suspicion. * The 
company would place particular stress 
upon the fact that an interest in a 
large well in a favorable locality had 
been purchased. The returns from this 
investment alone were represented to 
be of such magnitude as to insure cer- 
tain profits. Usually the return from 
this source alone would foot up an in- 
terest on the outlay that captivated 
great and small capitalists, from the 
millionaire to his footman. Thus small 
interests in good wells on the most 
productive farms on Oil Creek were 
purchased. 

WAYS THAT WERD PBON-HUED. 

Then the purchasers would lease or 
buy an hundred acres in a locality 
wholly unknown, paying a nominal 
sum for the lease or land, which could 
then, with the interest in the producing 
well, be foisted upon the public as 
@ Fare opportunity to enrich all who 
purchased shares. These schemes were 
operated in two ways—the original. pur- 
¢hasers sometimes were “im on the 
ground floor,” i. e., in other words, 
they were in just long enough to get 
out again, “unloading” all the risks 
upon the second group of purchasers. 

There was one noteworthy instance, 
where the first purchasers witnessed 
their dupes recouping themselves with 
more than an hundredfold the sum they 
invested. The originators of the com- 
pany purchased an interest in a well 
on the Egbert & Hyde farm, pay- 
ing about $20,000 for it. They then 
bought outright a farm several miles 
from Oil Creek—land that they deemed 
wholly worthless. They experienced 
little difficulty in disposing of the en- 


tire stock in an Wastern city, 
realizing, it ‘was surmised, from 
$60,000 to $80,000 on the sale. The sec- 


ond well on the territory that was 
thought to be ‘as dry as a powder 
horn” developed a pocket of oil that 
enriched the shareholders, to the lasting 
chagrin of the schemers. 
Usually shareholders 
stock were ignorant of the truth. They 
were’ led to believe that the oil was 
produced upon land that was freshly 
developed. Had they suspected that 
the was elusive; that. the 
half or eighth interest in a 
twenty or hundred-barrel wel! 
was liable to be tapped, or lost inside 
of an hour, and that miles intervened 
between the well yielding and _§ the 
wildcat” land purchased, their money 
would have remained in their pockets. 
There were hundreds of instances 
where companies were organized on 
precisely similar lines by honest men, 
and proved highly remunerative to 
all interested, but in these no dec 
tion was practiced. The shareholder 
was placed in possession of all the

for complaint, since he fully reali

SINKHOLES, 
Another form of swindling, practiced 
to a considerable extent, has never been 
described. Interests in new wells, al- 
most invariably located in line with 
producing wells or near them, as the

-sized town-meeting if the own- 
ers of all the “gixteenths’? and “thirty- 


seconds’” had assembled at one time 
near the well. It was roughly sur- 
mised that the number of “thirty- 
seconds” in a well that I will call the 
Young America, in one county alone, 
ran into the hundreds. As the price 
increased in degree with the subdivi- 
sion, the amount realized in this scan- 
dalous manner must have been very 
large. Needless to say that the re- 
from Young America after a 
date grew gloomier and 
gloomier, until the tools were either 
hopelessly “stuck,” or by connivance 
with drillers a false record disclosed 
an unproductive sand.

The moment means were devised to 
transport it to Sheaffer cheaply, the 
price of Pithole. territory advanced a 
hundred-fold.

Mrs. Young told me that she had 
never before submitted to an interview

was aware that many wunauthentic 
and untruthful newspapers articles had 
been published about herself and’ her 
late husband, and it was to correct the 
false impression conveyed in_ these 
stories that she was now willing to 
talk to the public. 

Harriet Amelia Folsom was anh Au- 
gust 23, 1838, in Buffalo, N. Y., the 
birthplace, also, of’ Frances Folsom, 
now Mrs. Cleveland. A near relative 
of Mrs. Young, who has taken some 
interest in the genealogy of the family, 
says that Mrs. Cleveland and Amelia 
Folsom-Young are. cousins, having

Massachusetts member of the Folsom 
family, having traced their genealogy,

The Mormon church was a religious 
infant when Amelia Folsom was born, 
and it was not until she was 3 years 
of age that her parents embraced the 
new faith of Joseph Smith, another 
New Yorker. 

In 1846 the Folsom family moved to 
Nauvoo, Ill, the site of the first Mor- 
mon temple, but were not permitted 
to remain there long, the people having 
risen up against the Mormons, killing 


their phet, Joseph Smith, and driv- 
ing all his followers out of the State. 
The Folsom family went to Keokuk, 


, and early in 1860 started across 
the piains for Salt Lake, the Mormon 
city of Zion. Amelia Folsom was 
then 22 years of age, and in full 
bloom of her beauty, while Brigham 
was 59. Beautiful women were not 
pientiful in this then desert valley, 
the number of men greatly predom- 
inatine in the small settlements. 

President Prigham Young of the 
Mormon church and his first presi- 
dential counselor, Heber C. Kimball, 
rich and powerful, were in the habit 


of going out to meet incoming parties 


of pilgrims, and, upon learning of the 
approach of the party in which the 
Folsom family came westward, set out 
to. meet them and welcome them to 
“the Mormon stronghold. Here was the 
beginning of the romance which was 
consummated in: the marriage of Brig- 
ham Young and Amelia Folsom.

The reader 
may now listen to Amelia Folsom- 
Young as she tells, for the first time 
in her life, her own story of her as- 
sociations and experiences with Brig-

“When did you 
Young?” I 

“It was on October 3, 1860, when in 
company with Heber Kimball, he came 
out into the Salt Lake Valley in a 
carriage to meet and welcome our 
party. I was introduced to him, and 
after arriving there, he called on us. 
The call was returned, and we subse- 


quently visited back and forth fre- 


| otherwise. 


quently, and went to social gatherings 
together.”’ 
“When did your courship begtn?’’ 
“Immediately after my arrival in Salt 
ke. 


“How long did it last?’’ 

“Until August, 1862, when we were 
engaged. In January, 1863, the mar- 
riage occurred.’’ 

“Did President Young employ peculiar 
methods of courtship?’’ 

“T think not. I was aware that he 
was the husband of a number of 
wives—-F did not care to know how 
many—but that did not affect our 
our courtship in the least. President 
Young was naturally dignified, but, but 
was always at ease with company.” 

“Did you take up immediate resi- 
dence with our husband.”’ 

“No. I remained at home three 
weeks, when I took up residence at 
the Lign House, President Young’s 
home. His wives and children all 
lived there, and each wife, including 
myself, had her separate room. At 
that time there were seventy-five of us 
in the family, including the hired help. 
We all dined at the same table, over 
which President Young presided. Every 
morning and evening all gathered in 
the large parlors for prayers, and here 
also my husband presided. I afterward 
took up quarters at the Bee Hive 
House, but returned to the Lion House 
later and remained there until the death 
of President Young, August 29, 1877.’ 

“Was your married life generally 
happy?’’. . 

“I should certainly dislike to think 
Why not? We were all 
members of the same family, and 
treated each other as such. I would 
sacrifice anything for the surviving 
wives of President Young, and their 
feeling toward me I think is the same.” 

“How -mny times did your husband 
marry after you became his wife?” 

“Twice afterward; I don’t know how 
many times before. His’ will should 
show .that.’” 

“Where did you wiathe after your 
husband’s death?’ 

“I went to the Gardo House. This 
building had been begun before Presi- 
dent Young’s death. I planned the 
structure myself. I also planed this 
residences I now live in, which was 
built in 1879, and I moved into this

He was equally kind and atten- 
tive to all in his lifetime, and left 
each surviving wife an equal legacy 
I was absent from home at long in- 
tervals during’ the fifteen years of my 
married life, having visited several 
times in the East, and having taken an 
extensive tour of Europe.’’

Speaking of makes one 
think of the Whittier boys. I went 
Wednesday evening to Music Hall to 
listen to Dr. Lindley’s address and to 
hear the music rendered by these lit- 
tle cadets. While I was there I studied 
the faces of the boys, and I was sur- 
prised to find how many noble faces 
(I use the adjective advisedly) there 
were among them, and the Saunterer is 
satisfied that those boys are not any 
worse than other boys, but they are 
simply the victims of cruel circum- 
stances. 

I want to tell you something that I 
had upon authority last week that fur- 
nishes, to my mind, the reason why 
two Los Angeles boys, brothers they 
are, were sent to Whittier, and which 
led me to give my pity and my sympa- 
thy wholly to those boys. I was told 
the story of their home life. Their 
mother is a Southern woman, their 
father is dead. The mother was not 
trained to work, and she has no love 
for it. Her home is the picture of dis- 
order and untidiness. She is fond of 
gossiping With her neighbors, and when 
her boys were with her she would often 
spend her afternoons an4& evenings 
among those, of her class, leaving her 
boys to come home in the evening to 
find no welcome, no lamp lighted, no 
supper cooked, and often they would 
sit down in the cheerless place and 
make their suppers of whatever scraps 
of cold food they could find. One of her 
boys was working, as she thought, for 
too small wages, and so she took him 
away from his employment. He could 
find nothing else to do, and therefore 
he was left to loaf about the streets. 
The education of the sidewalk was his, 
and his companionship was with the 
hobo and the loafer. When the brothers 
went to their bed the same spirit of dis- 
‘order followed them. There was no 
clean linen, no soft, white pillows to tell 
of.a mother’s thoughtful care. The 
children had no sheets to sleep in, and 
the time they threw themeéeelves 
upon the untidy bed without removing 
their garments. 

What wonder that with such a home 


— 


was without beauty or tendernes, 
There was nothing in it to lift them ump 
nothing to inspire them, Their you 
natures grew warped, the beauty 
life was hid from them by their mother 
Poor boys! I do not throw the blame of 
your mistakes upon you, and my heart 
goes out to you with pity. You merit 
my sympathy, and not my blame. The 
blame I put upon your mother’s 
shoulders, she Who should have made 
home your delight,s who should have 
kiven you the music of pleasant words, 
the brightness of the cheerful firesid 
the loving welcome home at night, an 
the well-spread table with its tempting 
fare for your hungry lips. She should 
have given you books and companion« 
ship, and that blessed love and coun- 
sel that is like a wall Between the 
child and temptation. Without these, 
what child is not in danger of wrong- 
doting? 

I thought of all this as I looked as 
those Whittier boys the other night— 
what manly-looking boys there are 
among them—and I said as Mrs. Lind- 
ley, of blessed memory, once said of 
them, “They are not bad boys,” but 
they are the victims of relentless cir 
cumstances, and I rejoice that at last 
they have been committed to the care 
and superintendence of a man of royal 
sympathies and clear-sighted philan- 
thropy, who, putting all their past be- 
hind them, is willing to give them«6 
chance to .begin life anew, and is 
ready to help them to make jt noble.

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THE HARBOR QUESTION. 


The question of the claims of San 
Pedro and Santa Monica as sites for 
the loca-ion of a government deep- 
water harbor will again come up be- 
fore the Chamber of Commerce Wednes- 
day, an adjourned meeting of the direc- 
tors of that body having been called 
to consider the subject. 

At a meeting of the chamber two 
weeks ago Mr. Crawley of the South- 
ern Pacific Company presented a peti- 
tion asking the chamber to go back 
en its opinion—ercpressed openly sev- 
eral times—and declare itself in favor 
of Santa Monica, requesting our rep- 
resentatives at Washington to work in 
favor of that site. Out of courtesy to

@ tember that the previous action of 
the chamber be reconsidered, and the 
matter was made 4 special order for 
Wednesday. 

In this connection a few remarks are 
In “order. It would be useless to at- 
tempt ta conceal the fact that the 
Southern Pacific Company has of late 
been moving heaven and earth to influ- 
ence public opinion in favor of Santa 
Bfonica. Among other straws which 
show which way the wind blows is an 
interview with Gov. Alger and Senator 
Sawyer of Michigan, in the Herald of 


_ yesterday, in which those gentlemen— 


‘who have been guests of Senator

. THE POPULATION OP LOS ANOELES. 


~The ten years which elapse between 
ene United States census and another 
oonstitute a long period in the history 
@f Western towns, many of which are 
founded and grow to considerable 
Magnitude between one census and an- 
*other. Between the regular census 
enumerations there are various unoffi- 
elal methods of computing the popula- 
fion of a city, foremost among which 
are the school census and the business 
Girectories. One of the latter will be 
issued this week by the Southern Cali- 
; Directory Company. The com- 

pllers of this work state that it has 
been prepared with exceptional care 
-@md may be relied upon as entirely 
iruetworthy. If so, and if the previous 
Girectory, which was prepared by ar- 
ether was equally complete, the

remarkable. 

The publishers of this work estimate 
gt the rate of two and one-half people 
to @very name in the directory. The 
work contains 37,264 references. After 
Seducting firm names, names of insti- 
buildings, etc., there are 33,264 
of individuals. This number 
muttiplied by two and a half—which 

said to be the lowest figure used by 
y directory publisher in the United 
Btates—would give a population for 
the city of 83,100, an increase of about

14,000, as vompared with the showing 
made by the directory published last 
Year. It is not to be supposed that 
there has really been any such very 
large increase in the population of the 
city during the past twelve months. 
The probability is that a more careful 
canvass hag been made this year than 
last. Still, this would affect the in- 
crease during the past year, not the 
present population of the city, which 
would still remain, according to this 
estimate, over 83,000. Deducting 10 per 
cent. for a possible 2verestimate there 
would still remain a population of at 
least 75,000, which we are inclined to 
believe is not altogether an unreason- 
able estimate of the population of Les 
Ange'es city today. Whichever way 
one figures, whether from the number 
of school children, from the water 
supply, or, as in this instance, from 
the busines directory, on the low basis 
of two and a half persons to the name, 
the indications all point to the fact 
that Los Angeles city has almost, if 
not quite, reached the three-quarter 
post on the read to a population of 
100,000. Accepting the figures of the 
United States census as authentic this 
means an increase of no less than 50 
per cent. during the past four years. 
At this rate of progress Los Angeles 
will have passed the 100,000 mark sev- 
eral years before the next United 
States census is taken. If should be 
remembered, further, that the history 
of Amerftan cities shows that they 
grow more rapidly after they pass 
the 50,000 mark than they do before 
that time. wf 


GIVE THE PEOPLE ANOTHER CHANCE. 


That is not altogether a bad idea 
which has been suggested in Iowa, 
where the Legislature has adopted a 
resolution, asking Congress to postpone 
the final vote on the Wilson Dill until 
after the next Congressional election.

It would 
therefore be both patriotic and proper 
to elicit a further expression of opinion 
from the voters before undertaking 
such radical legislation as this. It 
would, as we say, be proper and pa- 
triotic, but it @would not be politics, 
for which reason there is very little 
probability that any such action will 
be adopted by those who are In power: 
The American people will have to put 
up with this Democratic experiment 
for a couple of years, until they have 
a chance to reverse their action of 
two years ago at the polls. That they 
will do this nobody who watches the 
signs of the times can for a moment 
doubt.

MILLINERS’ BOWS.

; How to Make Them at Home— 
| Latest Touches of Style. 


ight Construction of Butterfly Bows—Tam 
Bows for Nat Fronts—The Fishtail 

is the Newest—The 

Alsatian.

’ “Bows are ubiquitous,” said madame; 
“they rival the grip; every one has 
therm.”’ 

No hat for the early spring will be 
in the mode unless it is crowned by 
one of the Virot bows, over which 
Paris has gone wild, or a Princess tam, 
or at least a butterfly or a fishtail. 

“3 A buckle and a bow, in fact, wil! 
“s constitute the trimming for most of the 
hats which smart folk put on in the

beginning of the season. ‘First hats,” 
as the French ‘‘dub’’ them—a hat upon 
which the owner spends little money, 
but gets an idea of how the style be- 
comes her—then orders later a more 
elaborate affair. 

Some of these ‘‘first hats’’ were shown 
: me by an importer as they were being 
unpacked from their Paris shipping 
eases. Not one showed a bow Ceficit. 

**Look at this one,’ said madame, as 
she brought to view a black lace straw 
with a huge Virot bow of yellow crepe 
at the back. ‘‘Now, I would not allow 
myself to sell that hat: yellow is a 
hothouse color; that should only grow 
indoors.” 

The Virot bow is always placed 
Sagainst the back of the hat, the jet 
buckle that confines it resting its edge 
7on the hair. 

§ It is made from a one-yard length 
of silk (preferably watered) cut _on the 
bias and three-eighths in width. -The 
fedges are well turned .in and blind 
stitched. The two ends of the silk are 
sewed together, so that the strip be- 
comes a circle. It is folded then into 
four loops, two on either side, the up- 
per ones a bit longer than the lower 
ones, and the lower edges of each loop 
drawn tighter than the upper edge—. 
this compasses the extreme pointed ef- 
fect. 
| Holding the loops firmly in place 
with the fingers, the left loops are 
urned over the right ones, and the 
whole tied into the knot in the center 
hat confines and completes the bow, 
thout any sewing to be done. 
A jet buckle is fastened over this 
not, or a few small rhinestone stick 
mins hold it in place. 
Wide ribbon can be used to make 
Virot, but bias silk is preferable. 
When such a bow is placed at the 
only a low bunch of flowers is 
meed in front, or in some cases simply 
large buckle. As all the spring hats 
to have decided crowns, even to 
sone-shaped ones, a Virot bow does not 
pear singular. 
RIGHT CONSTRUCTION OF BUTTER- 
FLY BOWS. 
The butterfly is another favorite. It 
much smaller than the Virot, and ‘s 
attempted only with brimless hats. It 
4e@ made from silk or satin on the bias. 
wo wide pieces, eight inches wide 
and five-eighths of a yard in length, 
are laid upon each other and run to- 
wether around the edges onthe wrong 
de and then turned, the bias ends 
mulled to decided points. The strip is 
tied into the usual double bow, the 
nds left quite long. ’ 
It is to be placed at the back of an 
sblong toque. The full loops have a 
stick pin run through the center, catcn- 
ng them down to the hat and making 
sach loop look like two. The knot in 
e center is pulled by the hands into 
slightly elongated form and the two 
sointed ends are drawn down over the 


mair. 

With some hats two iridescent wings 
re placed in the front, and the flying 
fect is more thoroughly carried out. 
This idea is adopted with Mercury 
nes. Two are placed in front and 
wo in the back, especially if the hat 
sa turban or jet bonnet. The outline 
very artistic. 

TAM BOWS FOR HAT FRONTS. 

The Princess Tam bow will be’ seen 

n many of the “running hats.” 

It is simpler in construction than any 
of the others and is to be worn in the 
ront of the hat. 

Take one yard of stiff watered rib- 
bon, three inches in width, fold it over; 
king it one-half inch wide, and lay 
t in eight loops on the brim of the 
hat up against the crown. No knot is, 
sat in the center, but the bow is caught 
foun firmly to the hat with a two-inch 
buckle. The eight loops are then pulle4 
s to stand as stiffly as the ribbon will 
warrant. 

THD FISHTAIL IS THE NEWBSXEST. 

Among the very latest bows is the 
fishtail.” 

‘Tuke ten pleces of stiff ribbon, each 
a6 inch in width and five inches long, 
ut each V shaped at one end. Hold 
hem in a bunch and tightly wrap the 
auate ends with a narrow piece of

‘ihe Alsatian bow is worn on all hats 
that are turned direatly off the face. 

It needs only five-eighths of a yard 
of six-inch ribbon. Crease the ribbon 
in 4 small plait down the center.

Lay 
it in two long loops, leaving a three-

Milfners say always avoid stitches 
in ribbon, unless they are an absolute 
necessity. Always use a stick pin in- 
stead. 

- As to smaller bows; finish a hat with 
& very little bow, with V-shaped ends, 
piaced under the brim, on the ban- 
deau. These are worn with every hat 
this spring. They are made of one- 
inch riboon, and when fintshed are only 
a finger’s Iemgth. 

A word as to nobons. Black is pre- 
eminemtivy the favorite, comibined with 
any color. The new colors are tur- 
quoise blue, pokcberry and aster. These 
three co.wors will predominate in bows 
on hats.

The hostess sits at the furthest side 
of the round table from the entrance. 
A hihge basket of roses—wild roses if 
she be a wealthy woman—marks her 
place. 

Often four baskets of wild roses in 
four shades of pink and red-and all 
veiled in malden-hair ferns decorate 
the table at the four “sides,” dividing 
it into quarters, and in. designing the 
seats the hostess tries to place foreign 
guests, or out-of-town ones, or very 
old ladies, at the places of beauty. 

The arrangement of the table is such 
that conversation can, and must be 
general, and as a rule it usually takes 
avery delightful turn of travel or 
literature, or becomes a general dis- 
cussion on charitable topics. At Mrs. 
Clews’s recent luncheon of this kind 
the Sherwood movement for the assis- 
tance of women was very seriously 
discussed. 

PARLOR CAFE CONCERTS. 

A French lady recently in New York 
tohd of a novel kind of entertainment 
which is, she says, much in favor with 
the leaders of Paris society. She called 
Lit, in half English, a “cafe concert.” 
But with us it would be a variation of 
the afternoon luncheon party or tea. 
---For this .entertainment the grand 
‘salon. is cleared of furniture and little 
tables are placed around it, say ten 
tables if the invitations are many. In 
the further end,of the room there is a 
little flower-covered etage erected and 
upon this there are musicians or other 
entertainers. The hostess receives her 
guests and introduces them to her guest 
of honor, who “passes them along’’ in 
regulation style. 

Meanwhile the little tables are filling 
up with guests who have been pre- 
sented. They ‘seat themselves in lit- 
tle parties and are. waited upon by 
young ladies who are “aséisting’’ the 
hostess. These young ladies serve tea 
and cake and become a part of the 
party at each table, as at affairs like 
this all are of the same coterie and ac- 
quainted. Servants are behind shelf 
screens replenishing the dishes of bis- 
cuits and the pots of tea: all the society 
buds really do is to present the tea on 
gold trays by hand, in cups which are 
upon the plates instead of in saucers. 

Very profuse decorations are upon 
the tables and the buds present each 
comer with handsome corsage flowers 
accompanied by a tiny, inexpensive 
jeweled stick pin. 

Madame, the French woman, says 
that in her salon she has titled ama- 
teurs presenting a society play during 
‘the afternoon and that her’ rooms are 
crowded with delighted society folk. 
But the most pretentious of New York 
cafe concerts has had only a soloist. 

The ‘“‘waitresses’”’ wear little lace caps 
and tiny lace aprons, very beautiful in 
texture, and presented by the hostess 
as souvenirs. If young society men 
assist, they wear silk towels over their 
arms, and, these are lettered in gold, 
to be afterward hung over bachelor 
chandeliers for draperies, or festooned 
over the end of a pipe shelf. 

Those who are the originators of 
the new kinds of entertainments say 
that there is one thing very essential 
to success, and this is so important 
‘that the lack of it is: often the cause 
of the failure of newly-planned enter- 
tainmments. This is the preparation and 
rehearsal of the. programme until all 
who assist are perfect in their parts. 

At Mrs. Cleveland's ladies’ luncheon 
the young ladies had rehearsed many 
times the order and manner of march- 
ing and falling into line, and their pro- 
cession to the tearoams, At Mrs. 
Burden’s spring dinner an actual test 
of the strength of the flowers was made 
before the invitations were sent outy

give to them just ten minutes every 
morning. 

I have six gr seven in daily use. I 
then trim, replenish, polish and re- 
store them to their places. 

I do this work myself. My experience 
has taught me that few, if any, servants 
can be made to give just the exact 
shade of attention or possess the de- 
gree of intelligence required to keep a 
lamp in perfect order. 

Yet nothing is more simple. 
Starting with a new lamp, I first 
thoroughly dry the wick in the oven 
for five or ten minutes, according to‘its 
thickness. Some people soak the wick 
in vinegar, and then thoroughly dry it. 

Fill the reservoir with oil so that 
when the wick is in there will be a 
depth of one inchaat least unfilled; it 
will be sure to smell if the oil comes to 
the top. On the other hand, lamps with 
only little oil at the bottom of the res- 
ervoilr should not be lighted as the 
empty space is filled with an explosive 


gas. 

Fill the wick in the manner special 
to the lamp, and leave it for ten min- 
utes to soak itself full of oil. 

Meantime I attend to the chimney. New 
chimneys are often very dirty and must 
be washed; but this is the only occa- 
sion on which I ever wash a chimney. 
It never needs dt again unless the wicks 
smoke. I place the lamp in front of the 
fire to get thoroughly hot, as it will be 


| less likely to crack hereafter. 
In trimming the wick I use the burner’ 


as a guide by which to act. In order to 
do this one may be ogbliged to to bend 
out the chimney gallery. It is always 
made of soft metal and is easily read- 
justed. The first trimming of a new 
wick should be exact. It saves vexation 
and much future trimming. 

So much for a new lamp. In my daily 
routine when the lamps ere collected, 
I arm myself with the oi! filler, lamp- 
scissors (very rarely needed,) some soft 
paper, a soft rag, preferably an old 
piece of cheese-cloth, a fair-sized bottle 
brush and a soft, clean linen rag. 

Rags and paper are frésh every morn- 
ing. Wrap the linen rag smoothly 
around the brush, remove the chimneys, 
breathe tnside and at once polish with 
rag around brush, one by one. I polish 
the outside with a rag only. : 

The chimney rests upon an open wire- 
work cage, and if this cage is choked 
up the chimneys will probably crack. 
If the least speck of burnt wick is left 
there it causes a smell. One can gen- 
erally take the cage off and should do 
so when possible; if not it must. be 
wiped carefully and picked clear and 
open with a fine hairpin or needle if 
neccessary. 

Turn the wicks the least bit above 
the burners and wi the charred por- 
‘tion off of each with soft paper. Then 
I gently wipe again with the rag, being 
carefu] to leave them perfectly smooth 
and free from loose bits. Then I 
turn them quite down and wipe away 
any stale oil that.may adhere to the 
inside of the burners. Where one is 
sure to light the lamps oneself the 
wicks can be left down, as oil often 
“sucks up’ and oozes over. I never 
light mine, so I turn the wicks just 
right for lighting and direct the maid 
to wipe the metal part with soft tissue 
paper immediately before lighting, as 
oll will ooze in a short time even 
through brass and copper, and one 
drop of it on the metal will produce 
an .oily smell and do away with all 
the labor of the morning. 

Should the burner or cage be coated 
I take out the wick and put the metal 
parts in cold waiter with a pinch of 
soda in it and let them come slowly 
to the boil. ‘They clean easily then. 
The reservoir should be emptied every 
eight or ten days, as a sediment accu- 
mulates from the best oil. It should 
then be washed out with soapsuds, 
charged with ammonia and soda. iIt 
must be thoroughly dried before re- 
filling. Oil stains sometimes get on 
lamp globes; they may be removed 
with spirits of salt, afterward being 
washed in warm water. 

In lighting a lamp do not allow the 
match to touch the wick, but hold it a 
little above and wait until the flame 
reaches it.

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MOTHERS AND DAUGHTERS. 


Girls Who Load Strangers With Secrets Kept 
from Their Mothers, 


[From a Special Contributor. ] 


There is_a crying need for a ¢dollege 
where mcovhers shall be taught in the 
sclence of securing and’ retaining the 
complote confidénce of their daughters. 

I am moved to this conclusion by a 
letter that has begn in .my mind 
week. It is from a young girl asking 
advice that it would seem impossible a 
woman could let ‘her daughter seek 
from any one but herself. The girl 
pleads for her excuse for writing: 
“There is no confidence between mother 
anc me. I never go to her witn my 
secrets. I do not dare to ask her. But 
you, I am sure, will understand me. I 
cantalk to you, for I know that a wo- 
man that writes as you do will have 
Sympathy with a girl’s little troubles.” 

Thousands of other girls’ mothers 
have been placed and recorded on the 
Same list by their daughters. 

S:me of these women, I am convinced, 
Simply do net recognize the fact that 
a girl thinking out things for herself 
needs to have confidence with her 
mother. 

Woman’s magazines and “w n’s 
columns” have become the confessional 
of the modern girl. The woman editor’y 
mail is loaded with confidences that be- 
long only to those responsible for a 
girl’s well-being. It is deplorable, but 
it is the experience of most women in 
the newspaper work. 

The letters that go to the address of 
one woman who makes a specialty of 
advisory writing for young women 
would would make the mothers of the 
sirls who write them stare in amaze- 
ment. Even the woman herself grows 
more and more aghast at the lack .of 
trust between mothers and daughters, 
and the carelessness of the former, 
Hundreds of letters arrive every week 
touching upon the most sacred subjects. 
What is still more to be considered, is 
the fact that the nom de piume signed 
to the “woman’s column” frequently 
covers a masculine writer, and in fact, 
this especial department referred to 
was previously conducted by a man 
who had precisely the same experience 
and would probably be still writing the 
matter if it had not been for the letters 
young girls sent to the department. 

Another case is that of a well-known 
author who has written a number of 
novels which are read in secret and 
condemned publicly. This man says his 
mail is freighted heavily with letters 
from girls who write to him for advice 
and sympathy. And this man himself 
has a sweet little daughter grotving up, 
from whom, while seeking her every 
confidence, he has carefully kept the 
knowledge that he is the author of the 
books severely criticised and denounced. 

These are not isolated cases by any 
means. 

Many a literary woman has a like 
experience. So have women noted for 
their wealth and charitable disposi- 
tions, The daughters of the very 
mothers who read this and say: “Oh, 
my daughter never would do such a 
thing,”’ or “I’m sure Marion trusts me 
with all her little secrets,’’ may be pre- 
cisely the girls who are feeling the 
need of a confidant. : 


mothers, probably. The statements 
mede by the girls and the reasons for 
writing doubtless are not always good 
and valid. The most common excuse 
for seeking the advice of a stranger 
is lack of sympathy between mother 
and daughter. 

A girl is generally mistaken in sup- 
posing her mother feels no sympathy 
with her little affairs. The mother 
may forget apparently that she was a 
girl herself, but once made the recipi- 
ent of confidences she may be counted 
upon, as a rule, to wake up to her po- 
sition and to the delight that comes 
from the knowledge that she has an- 
other soul, and mind to sway, and 
sense of power and dominion over a 
growing mind and heart will broaden 
her own life. That she does not seek 
this confidence is the point of criti- 
cism. The mother who does not earn 
for herself the complete friendship of 
her daughters misses half the boon of 
motherhood. 

Another girl writes to a stranger: 

‘“‘My mother is too busy and I can’t 
talk to our pastor’s wife because she’s 
such a gossip.”’ 

Of course it is unhappy that a min- 
ister’s wife should forget her position; 
but the idea that a woman is too busy 
to give a few moments to her daugh- 
_ter’s needs should not deter any daugh- 
ter from claiming ‘time. It seems pre- 
sumptuous to advise a girl to “make 
her mothér-find time,” but really ff a 
girl can write her troubles to a per- 
son wh .m she doesn’t know, certainly 
she can put»them on paper and direct 
the envelop to her mother just ag 
well. Almost any mother would be a 
little surprised at such a letter, but it 


| would be very likely to set her think- 


ing. 

What really seems needed is more 
“chummy” mothers and daughters. A 
mother who makes her daughter her 
real companion will always be young, 
while the girl will be far nobler and 


} more competent with a lighter heart 


and a capacity*for enjoyment produced 
by the knowledge that she has a genu- 
ine friend to “talk things over” with. 

Some of the best and truest girls, 


been those who became particularly 
observant and 
everything was to be “talked over at 
home with mother.’’ 

Not only does a mother do her 
daughter wrong én not courtifg her in- 


ing up, but she does her a permanent 
injury that seldom is counteracted. 
The girl does not know how to place 
confidence in any person or else ac- 


what should only be discussed between 
those who bear the closest relations 
in life. 

After she marries the result of this 
habit frequently is disastrous. As'a 
woman she does not know how to win 
the confidence of her husband and fails 
to give him her own .thoughts and de- 
sires and feelings as they really exist. 
What is far worse she goes outside of 
her home to talk over her household 
affairs and so gossip is easily bred, 
works ruin and breaks up marriages. 

One way to prevent this wide-reach- 
ing state of things is for a mother to 
begin when her daughters are little 
to be companionable with them and to 
continue to make them prefer to talk 
over all things with her far more than 
with any other person.
